In  actual 
practice  this  is  working  out  extremely  well  and  assists  greatly  in  raising  the  standards 
of  the  houses  in  which  the  Council  have  a financial  interest, 

T7ith  regard  to  Discretionary  Grants,  the  nunber  of  applications  lodged  and  dealt 
with  has  remained  static,  and  it  would  se«i  that  the  general  public  either  know  very 
little  or  nothing  of  the  availability  of  these  grants.

A great  deal  has  been  and  is  being  done  to  ensure  that,  when  plans  have 
been  lodged  for  approval  under  the  Building  Regulations,  owners  are  made  aware  of 
the  structural  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  and  in  many  instances 
improved  layouts  for  the  premises  concerned  have  been  submitted  by  owners  and  agreed 
upon. 

No  persons  were  prosecuted  tinder  the  Regulations  during  the  year.

During  19^7  sixty-one  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  premises  coning 
within  the  scope  of  this  Act,  At  no  tine  during  the  year  has  the  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  received  any  practical  assistance  from  the  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  employed  jointly  by  the  Bridport  R,D,C,  and  Lyme  Regis  M.B,,  The  trial 
arrangement  whereby  the  Additional  Inspector  was  to  be  employed  on  the  administration 
of  this  Act  in  this  Borough  for  a maximum  of  eight  we^s  in  a year  has  proved  unworkatl 
and  unsatisfactory.  The  Act  deserves  the  fullest  possible  attention  of  the  Health 
Department,  and  this  must  and  wUJ.  be  the  aim  when  the  new  full-time  Additional 
Inspector  is  appointed  to  this  Authority  later  in  1968, 

I4any  improvements  have  been  made  to  registered  premises,  and  guidance  has 
been  given  in  many  instances  immediately  -^en  premises  have  changed  ownership. 

Two  accidents  were  notified  and  both  were  investigated;  in  one  case  a woman 
employed  in  a catering  establishment  slipped  and  fractured  her  leg  and  in  the  other 
a young  nan,  whilst  handling  goods  in  a shop,  accidentally  knocked  a hanging  rail 
which  fell  and  struck  his  head.  No  fatal  accidents  were  reported.

The  original  Order  for  re-grouping  the  West  and  Mid  Dorset  Water 
Iftidertakings  was  revoked  by  a select  cooiaittee  of  the  House  of  Commons 
in  1965*  After  considerable  discussion  a new  draft  Poole  and  Dorset 
Water  Order  was  the  subject  of  a Public  Enquiry  in  Janaury,  1967*  This 
now  Order  covered  a much  wider  area  than  the  one  vjhich  had  been  previously 
rejected.  Subsequent  to  the  Public  Enquiry  the  Minister  has  agreed  to  the 
revised  Order  with  minor  amendments.  The  new  Water  Undertakings  will  be 
kno;ni  as  the  Dorset  Water  Board  and  there  were  also  some  alterations  in  the 
financial  arrangements. 

It  is  poEsiblb.  - that  re-grouping  may  now  take  place  in  19^8  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  this  chengo  will  not  unduly  defer  improvements  to  the 
water  supply  in  West  Dorset,  It  will  bo  seen  in  the  following  table  the 
progress  that  has  been  made  by  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board  in  its  eight  years 
of  existence.

The  Water  Board  have  now  completed  the  first  six  phases  of  their 
Regional  Scheme  and  have  started  on  phase  7»  The  main  from  R,7  (North  Warren 
Hill  reservoir)  connecting  Molplash  to  Kiangerton  and  West  Milton  was  being 
laid  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  construction  of  the  main  from  Broadoak  to 
IIarsh^70od  and  R,5  (the  reservoir  at  Bettiscombe) , is  awaiting  Ministry  approval. 
Approval  is  also  being  sought  in  respect  of  a scheme  to  bring  the  Board's  supply 
to  Melbury  Osmond,  The  plans  for  a supply  to  Powers took  and  Poorton  have  been 
temporarily  deferred.

Fluoridation  of  Water 


In  -1963  a circular  from  the  llinistry  of  Health  expressed  the  Minister's 
hope  that  Local  Authorities  would  take  steps  to  add  fluoride  to  public  vra,ter 
supplies  where  these  are  naturally  deficient.  It  is  to  be  regreted  that  neither 
nationally  nor  locally  has  real  progi^ss  been  made  in  the  last  year. 


The  Borough  Council  have  agreed  to  support  the  Coiinty  Council  if  they  decide 
to  undertake  fluoridation  but  the  Counter  Coiincil  to-date  is  opposed  to  this 
preventative  measure.

Joint  Sewerage  Scheme. 

Bridport  Borough,  Bridport  and  Beaminster  Rural  District  Councils  have  a 
joint  scheme  for  sewerage  of  parts  of  their  districts,  A pressiore  pipe  line 
from  Beaminster  passes  through  Bridport  Rural  Distilot  and  terminates  in  a 
submarine  outfall  at  West  Bay  and  when  this  is  completed  it  will  initially  take 
sewage  from  the  towns  of  Beaminster  and  Bridport  and  subsequently  villages  in  both 
rural  areas  will  be  linked  to  it  in  progressive  stages. 

The  T/ork  on  the  main  network  and  individual  drains  has  been  completed 
for  the  town  of  Beaminster  and  sewage  is  being  temporarily  discharged  into 
the  river  Brit,  A large  part  of  the  pressure  pipe  line  has  been  completed 
and  the  only  work  remaining  is  on  control  chambers  and  small  isolated  sections 
of  pipe.

The  licensee  of  one  petrol  station  was  given  approval  in  principle  to  the 
conversion  3f  four  petrol  pmps  to  self-service  petrol  pumps.  The  conversion  has  not 
yet  taken  place. 

Two  garage  owners  were  given  approval  to  enable  them  to  fit  latched  nozzles  to 
their  petrol  pumps. 

Two  new  6,000  gallon  storage  tanks  were  installed  at  a petrol  station. 

In  February  notification  was  received  that  petroleum  spirit  vapour  had  been 
detected  in  drainage  systems.  The  cause  was  traced  to  a petrol  filling  station 
where,  in  the  course  mf  filling  an  underground  tank,  the  tank  had  •verflowed, 
allowing  petrol  to  flow  into  the  sub-soil.  From  there  it  had  gained  access  to  the 
drainage  system  through  a broken  drain  pipe  and  then  into  the  public  sewer.  The 
sewers  were  flushed  out  and  notice  was  seized  on  the  eccupier  of  the  garage  to  renew 
the  defective  drain.  This  was  satisfactorily  carried  out,
